Hello, 

The community sign will require a permit review, depending upon where it is 
located. If the sign is a community sign, located on a wall, and will be viewed 
by freeway traffic, DOT district office personnel will be involved in the review 
process. Building & Safety will view the sign as a wall sign. 

If the sign is similar to the block of cement wall sign in the center median 
island of Sepulveda Bl you mentioned, a revocable permit will be required 
along with a covenant and agreement for its maintenance. DOT would 
review the sign for sight distance obstruction. 

Those are the basics. Let me know when you have the details of where the 
sign is proposed to be placed, such that we can provide you with more 
precise information.
